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Assessed Valuation In Tulare County 
Shows A Gain Of 8.3% Over Last Year 


VISALIA — Tulare County 
Assessor Carroll Cannon has 
announced that his office has 
completed the 1973-74 
Assessment roll and tabulations 
show a substantial total gain in 
assessed value for the county 
over the previous year. 

Cannon said the 1973 secured 
roll shows a total of 
$485,156,267 after regular 
exemptions have been deducted, 
which indicates the assessed 
values used for tax rate setting 
purposes. Compared to last 
year’s total this is a gain of 
approximately $33,321,492. 

The unsecured roll shows a 
total of $41,996,382, indicating 
a gain of approximately 
$7,345,000 over the 1972 roll. 

Grand total of the local roll 
or the county shows 
$527,152,649 indicating an over 
all gain of $40,666,657 
representing an approximate 
county wide increase of 8.3%. 
This year’s total assessed value 
exceeds 500 million dollars for 
the first time for Tulare county. 

The increase in assessed value 
is the result of several factors, 
Cannon says, such as_ the 
Assessor’s continuous program 
of equalizing property values as 
required by law, economic 
growth from new construction, 
land development, and the effect

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COMPUTER-ORIENTED IRRIGATION AID 
OFFERED BY BUREAU OF RECLAMATION 


FRESNO — The Bureau of 
Reclamation has developed an 
Irrigation. Management Service 
program, a computer-oriented 
program designed to aid farm 
operators to irrigate more 
efficiently. The basic program 
was initially developed by Dr. 
Marvin Jensen, Agriculture 
Research service, and modified 
by the Bureau of Reclamation. 

The program predicts the 
amount and date of irrigations 
by correlating: 1) Crop 
evapo-transpiration as 
determined by energy balance 
formulas using climatic date 
such as temperature, solar 
radiation, dew point and wind 
movement. 2) Soil moisture 
holding capacity, and 3) Crop 
rooting depth and stage of crop 
growth. 


The purpose of this program 
is to encourage the most 
efficient and economical means 
of supplying agricultural water 
to irrigators for the production 
of agricultural commodities. 

The Bureau of Reclamation is 
releasing the computer program 
for Irrigation Management 
services to any interested party. 
Any expense incurred to 
reproduce the computer 
program will be the 
responsibility of the receiver.

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CITRUS HOUSES 
CONSOLIDATION 
BEING VOTED ON 


SANGER — Two meetings 
later this month will decide 
whether a, new citrus packing 
cooperative will be formed by 
the consolidation of Orange 
Cove Citrus association and 
Sanger Citrus association. 

An agreement of 
consolidation, approved by 
boards of directors of the two 
Sunkist Growers, Inc., affiliates, 
will be voted by Orange Cove 
members July 25 at Madison 
school. 

If approved, the agreement 
will bring into a joint operation 
two packing houses handling 
three to four million cartons of 
citrus per year with a gross 
dollar volume of 10 to 15 
millions. The combined 
operation would be one of the 
largest in the industry. 


STATE'S COTTON YIELD IS UP 58% 
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SACRAMENTO — California growers produced 1,765,000 bales 
of upland cotton in 1972, 58 percent more than the 1,117,000 bales 
grown in 197] - the largest crop since 1962. 

Both acreage and yields per acre were factors accounting for the 
large increase. The value of lint produced was $256,652,000 and 
cottonseed produced was valued at $42,402,000. 

Harvested acreage at 863,000 was 16 percent greater than the 
741,000 picked in 1971, representing considerably over the past 
three years, but failed to reach the 1968 level or the record levels of 
the early 1960’s, however the yield of 982 pounds per harvested acre 
was a 36 percent improvement over the 723 pounds per acre realized 


in 1971. 


Production of all United States cotton in 1972 totaled 13.7 
million bales, 31 percent above the 1971 crop of 10.5 million. 
Cottonseed production for 1972 is estimated at 5,440,000 tons, 28 


percent above the crop in 1971.

SACRAMENTO — Chances 
are motorists will be stopped by 
a California Highway Patrolman 
if they create a freeway 
bottleneck by driving too slowly 
in the left-hand or middle 
freeway lanes. 

California Highway Patrol 
Commissioner Walter Pudinski, 
said there is a need for stepping 
up enforcement to eliminate 
congestion. problems and 
accidents caused by drivers who 
clog freeways. 

California law provides that 
vehicles with a maximum speed 
limit of 55. mph - including 
three-axle trucks and all vehicles 
towing trailers - must be driven 
in the right-hand lane of the 
multi-lane roadways except 
when preparing to turn, and 
when passing must use the lane 
immediately left of the 
right-hand lane, returning to the 
right-hand lane when the pass is 
complete. 

“The law also requires any 
vehicle moving slower than the 
normal flow of traffic to be 
driven in the right-hand lane or 
as close as practicable to the 
right-hand edge of the road,” the 
Commissioner emphasized. 

Pudinski said all patrol field 
commanders have. been 
instructed to ‘‘take the 


appropriate enforcement action 
which will reduce violations as a 
necessary step in cutting down 
accidents 
congestion.”

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County Farmers Reminded To Continue 


Their Commitments To ASC Programs 


VISALIA — Tulare County 
farmers who have certified 
compliance with 1973 farm 
program requirements are 


’ reminded to continue to carry 


out their commitment for the 
remainder of the year. 

Robert Clark, chairman of 
the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation (ASC) County 
committee, says that 1125 
farmers in Tulare county had 
certified compliance with this 
year’s farm program, stating that 
certification amounts to a pledge 
by the farmer as to his program 
acreage, his acreage set-aside 
from production, if any, and 
that he has complied with all 
program provisions. 

Clark pointed out that 
following certification, certain 
farms‘ are picked at random for a 
spot check of program acreages. 
The accuracy of the certification 
is determined by comparing 
actual acreages with those 
certified by the producer. Clark 
warned that producers found 
out of compliance could lose all 
or part of their program 
payment. Spot checks will 
continue throughout the 
remainder of the year. 


Generally, a set-aside area 
which is less than an entire field 
must be at least five acres in size, 
with a minimum width of 132 
feet, according to Clark. 

He also reminded producers 
who graze or hay set-aside 
acreage that they must notify 
the county ASCS office. 


FOOD STAMP 
ELIGIBILITY NOW 


BASED ON AVERAGE 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — The 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
has announced an amendment to 
food stamp program regulations 
which would require that the 
income of certain individuals be 
averaged over a 12 month period 
in determining eligibility for 
participation in the food stamp 
program. 


This amendment applies to 
those individuals, such as 
teachers, who are under a 
contract which is renewable each 
year or longer. The income from 
contracted employment, even 
though the contract includes 
predetermined non-work 
(vacation) periods, will be 
averaged over 12 months. 

If the average income exceeds 
the food stamp maximum 
income levels, the household will 
be ineligible to participate in the 
program, even during the 
non-work period.

92 Percent Of County Cotton Growers 


Have Planted The Acala AJ-1 Variety 


BAKERSFIELD — Cotton 
growers in Tulare county have 
planted 92 percent of their 
acreage to the Acala SJ-1 
variety. 

The figure is based on a 
recent variety survey conducted 
by the USDA’s Agricultural 
Marketing service, with Carl J. 
Lorenzen, officer-in-charge, of 
the Bakersfield Cotton Classing 
office, reporting that of the 
eight percent remaining, seven 
percent was planted to Acala 
4-42 and one percent to Acala 
SJ-2. 

This compares to 87 percent 
Acala SJ-1 and 13 percent Acala 
4-42 planted in Tulare county 
for the 1972 season. 

Growers in Tulare county 
produced approximately 


223,645 bales of cotton last 
season. This was 74,000 bales 
more than was produced the 
previous season. The majority of 
this cotton was classed under the 
Smith-Doxey Act by the 
Bakersfield and Fresno Cotton 
Classing offices.
